HELP DASH ST. LOUIS 


Haines Gets Poor Support and 
Weird Play in Sixth Makes 
End Certain.

Sportsman Park, St. Louis. Oct. 7.— 
The crippled Yankee’s tonight are on 
the threshold of another world series 
championship, and the unhappy Cardi- 
nal’s. who heard the plaudits of 40,000 
home fans this afternoon and saw 
poured upon them the adulation of a 
cheering city the night before, are wal- 
lowing in the deepness of their third 
consecutive defeat in baseball’s annual 
classic. 

The staccato crack of Yankee hats to- 
day tolled the virtual demise of Cardi- 
nal hopes and a Yankee victory tomor- 
row will conclude matters in four 
Straight games for the second con- 
secutive season in favorof the Yankees. 
Today the score was 7 to 3, just as 
convincing as the superiority that the 
Yankees have shown. 

St. Louis is jolted from its doubt. 
They saw the ace of the Cardinal pitch- 
ing staff unable to stay the power in 
the Yankee line-up and the rout of 
Jess Haines marked the downfall of the 
pitcher who had been looked upon 
with supreme confidence as the man 
who would squelch the belching bats 
of the New Yorkers, whereas Tom 
Zachary was able to curb the Cardi- 
nal attack. 

One man dominated the ball game. 
Lou Gehrig stepped into baseball’s Val- 
halla once again and his two home 
runs have conferred upon him a dual 
personality. Depending on your sym- 
pathies, whether you are for the 
Yankees or the Cardinals, Lou Gehrig 
is a bear or villian, a fine fellow or a 
Sinister influence, lucky or unlucky. 
But, reduced to cold facts, he is the 
maker of two home runs in two offi- 
cial times at bat and*thé “Balance of 
power which swayed victory to the 
Yanks. 

Crippled Yanks Samsons. 

The crippled Yanks— pardon the 
guffaw—reduced by physical handi- 
caps to the comperative state of base- 
ball Samsons, shelled the Cardinal’s 
best pitcher almost out of the box in 
scoring the triumph that marks their 
seventh consecutive world's series vic- 
tory in the classics of 1927 and 1928, 
another major league record added to 
their grist. 

Versatile they proved. Outhit by 
the Cardinals, they out-steadied their 
foes and resorted to inside baseball 
that was thought unimportant in the 
face of their tremendous offensive 
power. And with Tom Zachary care- 
fully protecting the lead they gave him 
in the fifth inning, they coasted into 
their third straight triumph. 

With world series interest at fever 
heat in the midst of baseball’s hot bed, 
ragged play in the early innings, ac- 
companied the tensiveness of the con- 
test, but the Yankees were the first to 
recover from their errors and set about 
to cut away the two-run lead which 
the Cards compiled in the first inning. 
The collapse of the Cards was complete 
and two errors came in the sixth in- 
ning, when the Yankees clinched the 
game with three runs on these mis- 
plays, two hits and two walks. 

With Jess Haines’ fast bal] causing 
only a little concern to the Yankees, 
old Tom Zachary was pitching a typi- 
cally Zachary game which Washington 
fans know so well. Zachary was com- 
paratively easy to hit as he always has 
been, but getting the runners around 
the bases with any degree of frequency 
proved quite another matter, the Cards 
found out. ‘ 

One Earned Run Off Zachary, 

Claimed at the waiver price from 
Washington late in the season, Zach- 
ary has repaid the Yankees manifold. 
Today he was not invincible, but he 
was good and six of the Cardinals nine 
hits were wasted. He literally south- 
pawed them into submission after the 
first inning and though the records 
do not bear it out, only one of the 
Cards’ runs was earned. 

Gehrig has usurped Base Ruth's 
home-run throne completely for the 
time being, and his two circuit wallops 
today have boosted his series total to 
three. He was the bane of Jess Haines’ 
tenure on the mound. Haines was un- 
able to get him out on any of his ap- 
pearances. 

The Cardinals were riding high on 
the crest of a two-run lead, obtained 
off Zachary in the first inning, when 
Cedric Durst misjudged Bottomley’s 
triple with two men on base, but 
Gehrig cut this margin exactly in half 
on his time at bat in the second. None 
Was out and none was on base when 
Lou dragged his bat to the plate, and 
the count was three and one when 
Haines fed him a high, fast one. just

Rome, Oct. 7 (A.P.).—Prince Spada 
Potenziani, retired governor of Rome, 
vindicated his honor in a rapier duel 
today, wounding Prince Lancelotti, who 
is alleged to have declared the reason 
for the former governor’s displacement 
by Premier Mussolini was graft. 

This is the second duel caused by 
L..ncelotti’s alleged remark. It was re- 
vealed today that Count di Sambuy, in 
whose presence Prince Lancelotti is 
said to have uttered the remark, im-~- 
mediately challenged him. They fought 
with rapiers, Di Sambuy being three 
times wounded. He explained that he 
was s tffering from lumbago. 

Prince Potenziani, upon hearing that 
his voluntary defender was wounded 
in avenging his honor, immediately 
challenged Lancelotti. The encounter 
occurred this forenoon in the garden 
of a villa on the outskirts of Rome. 
When the former governor succeeded 
in nicking his adversary the referee 
stopped the fight. 

While many in Roman society are 
rejoicing at Prince Potenziani’s spirited 
defense of his administration, others

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40,000 FANS IN GLOOM

St. Louis, Oct. 7 (U.P.).—The spirit 
ot St. Louis baseball fans crashed to 
earth tonight and it seemed extremely 
impossible that it ever would rise again 
during the world series of 1928. 

Pessimism was rampant among St. 
Louis fans, all their cowbells, their beau- 
tiful ladies loyally decked out in Cardi- 
nal red, and their boos at Babe Ruth 
had failed to lift their ball players from 
the mediocrity that already had cost 
them two games, but which it was 
hoped might be inspired at least to 
passability under the auspices of home 
town encouragement. 

It was no use. the veiled prophet, 
civic institution whose pageant has 
been celebrated here for 50 years and 
who is emblematic of all that is true 
and hopeful in St. Louis affairs, Is 
dressed in sackcloth tonight and ashes 
flow from the hem of his garments. 

St. Louis takes its baseball seriously 
and to the seriousness is now added a 
large despondence. It seems to matter 
little to the average St. Louisan 
whether any more of this series is 
played. Even if St. Louls could win a 
game, no one is so extravagant as to 
hope it could win the series. The out- 
look is one of indifference. 

But the crowd started out valiantly 
today, determined to win the game 
with its emotions even if McKechnie’s 
men couldn’t win with base hits. There 
wasn’t the exuberance that rocked the 
town in 1926 because in that year the 
Cards had come back with an even 
break in the series and besides St. Louis 
had won its first pennant since the 
old fur trading days and there were 
octogenarians in town who never had 
seen a world series.

I'wenty thousand persons gathered 
on the slopes of Mount St. Alban yea- 
terday afternoon and. heatd two noted 
laymen of the Episcop2) Churen 
preach at the mass meeting of th 
42d national convention »f the Broth- 
erhood of St. Andrew neid in tho 
amphitheater of Washington Cathedral 
Close. 

These speakers were former Senator 
George Wharton Pepper, of Pennsy!- 
vania, and Dr. Rudolph Bolling Teus- 
ler, director of St. Luke’s [nternation231 
Hospital, Tokyo. The Right Rev. Jam*s 

Freeman, Bishop of Washington, 
presided. 

For an hour before the service the 
vast congregation had been arriving, 
some marching in Sunday school dele- 
gations with banners flying: others 
came by motér cars, buses and street 
cars. Thousands more all over the 
country listened to the service radio 
broadcast through WRC. 

Many of the delegates to the gen- 
eral convention were in the congrega- 
tion, and in the procession of clergy 
walked a group of seven or eight visit- 
ing bishops robed in the full canonicals 
of their office. 


Seated Without Confusion. 


Through the efficient services of the 
Laymen’s Service Association and the 
Cathedral Guild o1 Ushers, the great 
congregation was seated without co~- 
fusion before the service began. The 
scene before them was une of beauty. 
The altar and pulpit had becn placed 
on a platform built at the edge of 
wooded ground glowing with autumna! 
foliage. 

Ten minutes before 4 the vested 
band of 25 pieces broke into the 
strains of “Onward Christian Soldiers” 
and, preceded by an acolyte bearing an 
American flag, more than 5,000 Sun- 
day sehool children of the diocese, 
representing 30 Sunday schools, Boy 
and Girl Scout troops, Girls’ Friendly 
Society units, delegates of the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew convention and 200 
students from the Episcopal High 
School in Alexandria marched in or- 
derly procession to a reserved section 
in the amphitheater. 

This preliminary procession struck 
the keynote of the meeting, the wit- 
ross of youth as well as maturity to 
the cause of Christ. Other delegations 
which came en masse were the 
Woman’s Auxiliary and the Daughters 
of the King. 


Procession Starts at 4. 


At 4 o’clock at the top of the Ailll 
appeared the Sinai Cross imbedded 
with stones from that sacred mount 
borne in the arms of a sturdy crucifer 
and followed by another bearing the 
American flag, and the procession of 
clergy and choirs began. 

It was led by the Rev. Anson Phelps 
Stokes, canon of Washington Cathe- 
dral and master of ceremonies for the 
service. Behind him came the boys 
of the Cathedral Choir in their pur- 
ple and white vestments and behind 
them about 150 choristers from the 
boy choirs of Washington followed by 
a choir of women in cottas and cas- 
socks and mortar boards. Then fole 
lowed the diocesan clergy, the cathe- 
dral clergy, the following visiting bish- 
ops, the Right Rev. Philip M. Cook, 
Bishop of Delaware; the Right Rev.

4, and the official White House social, 
calendar. 

The schedule of formal entertain- 
ment for the last social season of the 
Coolidge administration just has been 
released, and never »efore in the mem- 
ory of Washington society editors has a 
White House social season started or 
ended so soon. 

Washington society usually begins 
waking from its long summer sleep 
around the middle of December. By 
New Year’s Day it is well under way, 
and from then on until Ash Wednesday, 
the first day of Lent, life for the social- 
ly prominent, is just one dinner after 
another. But now Calvin Coolidge is 
about to start things off almost before 
eiection day is over. 

The last official returns hardly will be 
in when the Coolidges give their first 
formal dinner of the season, entertain- 
ing Cabinet members. This will be on 
Thursday, November 8, just two days 
after the election. On January 24 White 
House servants will lock the big front 
doors on the tast guest leaving the last 
official White House party given by the 
Coolidges, and the presidential residence 
will see no more formal] entertaining 


until the Hoovers or Smiths. as the 
case May be, are settled there. 

The Coolidges already have speeded 
up the social season by starting it 
early in December, almost a month be- 
fore the time it usually began under 
other administrations. Now they have 
smashed another precedent by getting 
under way long before Thanksgiving. 

Washington unofficial society always 
waits for the White House social an- 
nouncement before fixing dates for 
charity balls and other events, as the 
President’s parties must have right of 
way and no hostess would dream of 
sending out invitations for an evening 
when the White House is entertaining. 

Thursdays have been Mrs. Coolidge’s 
choice for these White House events, 
and Thursday evenings will be her's 
during her last season as wife of the 
President.

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HIDDEN RAIL CRACKS 
— LOCATED BY DEVICE 


Finds Dreaded ‘Cancer’ 
Which Causes Many 
Train Wrecks. 


IN TESTS 


SUCCESSFUL 


New York, Oct. 7 
of an electrical machine designed to 
sweep the tracks of American 
railways the broken rail, source of acci- 
dents, was announced today by the 
American Railway Association. 

The association described it as “one 
of the most important safety moves in 
years, which will add a new factor of 
security to the work already done in de- 
creasing the number of broken rails.” 

The trouble aimed at is “rali cancer,” 
the cracks known as transverse fissures, 
Which are invisible, because they start 
inside the trail and show no warning 
sign until the rail breaks. The machine 
adopted to catch this invisible menance 
proceeds along the rails at 7 miles an 
hour, methodically squirting a dab of 
white paint on any spot where one of 
these hidden cancers exists. It starts 
within a week on a demonstration tour 
of the principal American railways, giv- 
ing each line about a week.

research, and it has been one of the 
toughest puzzles to solve in wreck pre- 
vention. W. P. Borland, director of 
the bureau o? safety of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission recently called 
it ““A prominent cause of bad wrecks.” 
The break is due to “fatigue” within 
the rail. It grows gradually in new 
rails as well as old. 

The fissure detector is housed in what 
resembles a covered handcar, which is 
towed over the rails under inspection. 
It was invented by Elmer A. Sperry, 
the New 
the gyroscopic compass. 

It sends an electric current through 
the rails directly beneath the car, The 
hidden breaks which this current will 
meet, if they exist, are described by 
the American Railway Engineering As- 
sociation as less than a molecule in 
thickness. That is, even with the crack 
on the outside, it would not be visible 
in an ordinary microscope. Neverthe- 
less this tiniest of cracks disturbs the 
electric current, the disturbance being 
cescribed by Mr. Sperry who says: 


“Current Finds Chasm.” 


“Ficurs the current 
in the rail, coming to a fissure, ex- 
claims: ‘My, whata chasm. I can never 
cross it. I have around it.’ ” 
The electrical disturbance produced 
by “going around” the fissure is about 
the smallest thing imaginable, but its 
faint trace is picked up by brushes 
above the rail,-which are part of the 
cetecting device. Through vacuum 
tubes the faint impulse which the 
brushes pick magnified 6,000 
times, which makes it powerful enough 
to squirt the paint.

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INDIGNANT BRITONS. 

The newspapers of Great Britain reflect 
public sentiment in denouncing the for- 
eign office for the series of blunders that 
have committed Britain to dangerous en- 
tanglements with France and destroyed 
American confidence in British good faith 
on the question of naval limitation. Secre- 
tary Kellogg’s note rejecting the Anglo- 
French “compromise” as a basis for dis- 
cussing naval limitation revealed to the 
British public the ineptitude of the for- 
eign office in assuming that the United 
States could be gulled into accepting a 
position of permanent inferiority on the 
seas. Now come revelations which, show 
that Great Britain has agreed to with- 
- draw opposition to the French method of 
estimating trained land reserves, which is 
equivalent to acquiescing in the perma- 
nent superiority of France over all other 
military powers of Europe. In return 
for this British concession, France 
agrees that the submarines which she is 
now entitled to build in unlimited num- 
bers shall ‘not be employed against the 
British navy. 

The British public discovers to its dis- 
may that the British and French foreign 
offices have entered into a secret agree- 
ment that is substantially an alliance, 
without consulting the people of either 
eountry. The disclosure comes at a time 
when British journalists visiting the 
United States at the expense of the Car- 
negie propaganda concern, are saying 
that no British cabinet could survive for 
an instant if it should attempt to make 
a secret treaty. The British expedition 
to the United States on the eve of the 
opening of Congress is a part of the 
propaganda that hopes to chloroform 
American public opinion and thereby pre- 
vent the building of cruisers that would 
help to bring the strength of the Navy up 
toward equality with the British navy. 
American pacifists will be fooled by this 
propaganda to some extent, but the aver- 
age wide-awake American citizen wil] be 
amused when he sees the propaganda 
mission blown to bits by the revelations 
from Paris and London. While the Brit- 
ish journalists are telling Americans that 
American sea power is unnecessary, the 
British foreign office enters into an 
agreement which seeks to perpetuate 
French military supremacy in Europe 
and British supremacy at sea, in flagrant 
disregard of world sentiment in favor of 
reduction of armaments. 

* So indignant is the British public over 
this disclosure that it is clamoring for 
publication of full correspondence with 
France, and the British foreign office 
does not dare to make the documents 
public. The British people see all the 
efforts to foster a good understanding 
with America brought to naught by the 
‘stupidity of the foreign office. Great 
Britain is tied to France’s military 
schemes, and all she gets in return is a 

polite assurance that French submarines 
will not be used to destroy British ships—_ 
an assurance that works perfectly in 
peace times but which would be worthless 

in time of war. 

’ The people of France and Great Britain 
dre betrayed by this secret agreement. 

Both of those people ask for peace, and 

they know that peace is not promoted 

by perfidy. Both nations are anxious to 
remain on good terms with the Untied 

States. Americans, for their part, are 

¢ager to promote peace, but only on the 

basis of fairness. They are not so eager 
for naval limitation that they will pur- 
00 it by agreeing to hold the United 
_ States Navy forever inferior to the Brit- 
_ ish navy. The British nation knows 
' that the American Navy will never be 
_ directed against Britain so long as 
- American rights are respected. 

’ If*the populations of Great Britain, 
France and America could express them- 
4 selves they would sweep away all intrigue 
and propaganda.

preventing great self-respecting and 
friendly nations from marching arm in 
arm toward more secure peace.

MOTOR DEATHS PASS THE PERAK. 
Heavy death

rates from motor accidents 
the introduction and 
growth of motor travel, and in the process of 


adjusting the new locomotion to human needs. 
Death will continue to take a large toll along 
the roads and highways, but the turn of the 
tide seems to have come, 

The graph for motor accidents during a 
number of years has been steadily upward. 
Now are seen the signs of the turning of the 
tide, and the graph is bent downward. It 
can not go far in that direction before an 
equilibrium is again struck, but it will be at 
a lower level, which means that fewer persons 
of adult age and children will become victims. 
The number of deaths was markedly fewer in 
August than in the same month last year, and 
no more than in July of this year. In view 
of the fact that usually there is a marked in- 
crease of deaths in August over July, the 
deduction is clear that the peak of accidents 
has been reached and passed, so far as sum- 
mer travel is concerned. 

October and November, however, will be 
the test months. Over 8,000 deaths were re- 
corded in these months of last year, and if 
the August figures are correctly interpreted, 
the number of deaths should be decidedly icss 
this year. It is this hopeful prospect to which 
the eyes of the safety council and all others 
are turned. If the task of beating the motor 
death rate has really succeeded, the force of 
safety will take courage, | and the work of 


| eaution and education, as well as the installa- 


tion of safety measures and devices, will pro- 
ceed with greater vigor than ever. It is rea- 
sonable to assume, moreover, that an increasing 
percentage of the population is acquiring skill 
in operating motor cars, together with steadier 
habits in observing settled traffic rules.

PORTRAITS OF GRAY. 

Lovers of Gray’s ‘‘Elegy’’—and they are 
legion—will be pleased to learn that the paint- 
ing of him, first discovered in 1893 and until 
then not known to be in existence, is a genuine 
portrait of the poet by Benjamin Wilson. Two 
pictures of Gray were painted in his lifetime, 
one by Jonathan Richardson in 1731, when 
the subject was but 15 years of age and the 
other, sixteen years later, by Eckhardt. The 
former of these is now in the Fitzwilliam Mu- 
seum at Cambridge, and the second is in the 
National Portrait Gallery in London. 

After Gray’s death in 1771 a third picture of 
him was produced by Wilson. It was execut- 
ed from a composite drawing made by Wilson 
himself and William Mason from remembrance 
and a silhouette, to which they had access. 
This painting was “corrected” in conformity 
with suggestions from Horace Walpole, and 
was then pronounced by the last named to be 
“the exact representation of him in his last 
years of life.” It now hangs in the hall of 
Gray’s alma mater, Pembroke College, Cam- 
bridge. 

The portrait found in 18938 by Sir John 
Murray in a disused room at 50 Albemarle 
stree', London, was immediately identified by 
George Scharf as a further production of Wil- 
son’s. ‘‘Any one,” says Scharf, “who had seen 
the oil painting of Gray at Pembroke College 
would at once recognize this as the work of 
the same artist.”” On that opinion the genu- 
ineness of this picture has heretofore rested: 
but now the researches of Dr. Paget Toynbee 
have established the identification beyond 
question. In an article in the London Times 
of a recent date Dr. Toynbee prints a hitherto 
unpublished letter, written by Mason from 
York on August 11, 1772, to Dr. Thomas War- 
ton, which proves Scharf’s opinion to the hilt, 
and makes his attribution of the Albemarle 
street painting to Wilson as great a certainty 
as one could wish. This is all the more satis- 
factory as the picture in question is a fine one 
and highly artistic both in conception and in 
execution. 


COURTESY PAYS. 


Efficiency experts have discovered that 
courtesy is an asset of importance in the zon- 
duct of business, A case is pointed out, in a 
recent discussion of the matter, in which a 
university officia] lost an endowment that was 
dangling before his eyes, in the person of a. 
man who entered his office for the sake of 
talking it over, and, being unknown, was 
subjected to an indifferent and bored recep- 
tion. Many other cases are cited, but it re- 
quires no citation to prove that politeness 
pays. “How much of this grace is conferred 
upon the youth of today by their parents and 
home surroundings?” fis the question asked. 
It is asserted that the young people of today 
have “little respect for their elders and little 
reverence for human institutions and conven- 
tions.” This assertion is a palpable exaggera- 
tion, but the fact remains that there never was 
a time when more attention was given to 
politeness as a business asset. There still may 


be schools for scandal, but there are schools for 
courtesy, i. 

A publication of one of the principal indus; 
tries of the country indicates that the trained 
courtesy. of its telephone clerks is rated as of 
immense business advantage. The manner of 
answering the phone often has as much to do 
with landing a fat contract as the arguments 
advanced by a skilled sales talker. 

So much is this matter of courtesy being 
pressed that the Federal Vocational Board re- 
ports that the vocational education of employes 
of electric railways is gaining great impetus, 
The rules of business courtesy and its effect 
upon customers ought to be incorporated in 
every school program and home system—at 
least in principle. The rules of 
courtesy are wrapped up in five favorable re- 
actions of customers. Customers are chiefly 
influenced by interest of the employe in their 
needs, the quality of information given, the 
mode of address of the employe, politeness and 
courtesy in act and word, and neat attire, 
which is a form of politeness.

Only one State 
has adopted the Federal flying regulations.

movements looking toward the reforms that he 
sug g@sts. 

Aviation is poorly developed, like all indus- 
tries that have grown too fast. The Atlantic 
flight symbolized to the public the dawn of 
the air era. Immediately thousands who 
would not have entered an airplane before 
that time became anxious to fly, and there 
developed a shortage of pilots and planes. 
Then there came into being the irresponsible 
flying school, advertising that it could produce 
pilots in ten hours. The pilots turned out by 
such schools are not competent, and they can 
not obtain Federal licenses. They are the 
chief factors in accidents. Recently condi- 
tions have bettered somewhat, although they 
are far from safe or satisfactory. 

Col. Lindbergh would have aviation schools 
standardize upon comprehensive courses of 
training, and suggests that would-be fliers 
choose a school for its quality rather than tor 
its low cost. He suggests that the aviation 
industry design a sturdy, low-powered training 
plane, in which speed and other attributes 
desirable in commercial craft would be sub- 
ordinated to safety and stanchness in case 
of a crash. He would have the States adopt 
the Federal flying regulations, so that 
incompetent and unlicensed fliers would be 
kept on the ground. He believes that flying 
instruction should not be given over fields 
utilized by transport and commercial craft. 
These are sensible suggestions that should be 
adopted. 
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Of course helium is nice and safe around 
fire, but what we need is a gas that {is safe to 
step on.

Reclaiming Sahara Desert.

Peace has its victories no less renown- 
ed than’ war. The Suez Canal was one 
of those victories of peace, and the 
waterway across Panama is another. 
Great as these are, they are to be out- 
done if the scheme suggested by Mr. 
Braman, of Boston, is carried to frui- 
tion. He proposes to turn 10,000 
square miles of the Sahara desert into 
an agricultural region of intense fer- 
tility. It has been said that the man 
who would make two blades of grass 
grow where only one grew is a great 
benefactor to mankind. What can be 
said of a man who turns millions of 
acres of sterile sand into profitable 
farms capable of producing enough to 
feed an empire? The plan is to turn 
the waters of the Mediterranean into 
the desert by a series of canals, and to 
obtain another supply by damming 
certain rivers.

HEAT AND HEALTH. 

Now comes the time of the year 
when doors and windows begin to pe 
carefully closed, and artificial heat is 
introducted into houses and offices, 
says the Kokomo Tribune. And by that 
same token it is the time when the 
death rate climbs. The winter months 
show almost 25 per cent increase over 
the summer. The drop in deaths in 
the spring as soon as houses are once 
more entilated, and free of dry heat, 
is sO marked that the relation of the 
two is unmistakable. 

Probably the general idea ts that 
summer mortality is higher. But steg- 
nant air, dry air and dirty air do their 
deadly work with less interference 
in winter. Air fit for human lungs 
should have somewhere about 48 per 
cent of humidity, but artificially heated 
air is seldom or never up to the stan- 
dard of physical comfort in moisture 
content. This dry and stagnant air is 
never as warm to the body as air «f 
proper saturation. In cold weather, 
when the ground is bare, the air out- 
doors picks up an incredible quantity 
of dirt. The relief occasioned by a heavy 
snowfall, which sweeps the impurities 
out of the air, is plainly perceptible. 

Heating apparatus should have some 
provision for humidification, and every 
house or office should be frequently 
aired. More people are killed by fo'1l 
air than by cold air, and there is al- 
ways danger of overheating unless some 
one keeps a careful eye on the fires.

DINNER MENU.

CHICKEN PIE, SERVING SIX. 

2 cups chicken, cut in 1l-inch pieces 

¥% teaspoon salt. 

Y% teaspoon paprika. 

4 tablespoons butter or chicken 

.6 tablespoons flour. 

3 cups chicken stock (liquid in which 
cooked) or milk. 

Y% teaspoon salt. 

Y% cup chopped celery. 

2 tablespoons chopped green pepper 

Mix the chicken with the first % 
teaspoon salt and paprika. Melt the 
butter in a pan, add the flour and mix 
thoroughly. Add the chicken stock 
and cook until a creamy sauce forms 
Stir frequently to prevent scorching, 
Add the other '% teaspoon of salt, 
celery, green pepper and chicken mix- 
ture. When well mixed pour into a 
Shallow buttered baking pan or dish 
and cover with the dough. 

DOUGH, 


2 cups flour. 

2 teaspoons baking powder. 

% teaspoon salt. 

3 tablespoons fat. 

1 egg. 

2-3 cup milk. 

Mix the flour, baking powder and 
salt. Cut in the fat with a knife and 
add the egg and slowly add the milk 
Mix with the knife until a soft dough 
forms. Liquids used in biscuit or pie 
doughs should be chilled. This will 
make a lighter and flakier crust. 

The exact amount of milk can not 
always be determined, as some flours 
take up more liquid than others, so 
add the milk slowly. When a soft 
dough forms place it upon a fioured 
paper or board and pat out until the 
dough is two-thirds of an inch thick. 
Cut out with a biscuit cutter into 
circles. Place the dough circles, side 
by side, on top the chicken mixture. 
Bake -in a moderate oven for 25 min- 
utes. 

This type of covering for chicken ple 
allows 3 biscuit to each person, there- 
by simplifying serving. It is advis- 
able to use a biscuit cutter 2 inches 
in diameter to assure sufficient sized 
serving portions. 

If there is chicken stock left after 
making the creamed mixture, use it 
for the liquid in making the dough for 
the pie covering. If the chicken stock 
is used, take 1 less tablespoon of fat 
for the dough as chicken stock is 
richer than milk.

because they would mislead the No 
Trumper. Partnerships never prosper 
when their bids may indicate either of 
two very different holdings. The Major 
suit take-out, to be -effective, must 
show definitely either strength or weak- 
ness; it is much more important to have 
it show strength, consequently weak- 
ness take-outs never should be made 
in Major suits except with extreme 
length-generally seven cards or more. 
A few examples may help to clarify 
the situation. Suppose South bid one 
No Trump and West passed; what 
should North do with the following 
hands?

With No. 3, bid two spades. The 

Spade suit would be too weak with- 
out side strength, but with an Ace and 
a King-Jack, there is little to be feared 
With No. 4, pass. If North bid his 
Spades and his partner rebid the No 
Trump, disaster would be apt to en- 
sue as North would not furnish a trick. 
With No. 5, the question is close. 
If North bid two spades and South re- 
bid the No Trump, North would have 
to call three Spades because his hand 
is worthless at any other declaration.

Miss Edna J. Fox undertook to dis- 
cover what was ine effect of ductless 
glandy therapy on the mentality o 182 
mentally retarded children in whom 
there was some ductless gland abnor- 
mality. These children were under the 
care of St. Vincent's.

OW much are mentally subnormal 


Most of the cases were diagnosed as 
having too little thryoid. A few were 
definitely cretins. The next largest 
group had. opluriglandular trouble. 
There was associated abnormality in 
the thyroid, the pituitary, and the 
gonads. The third largest group had 
too little pituitary. There were small 
groups with too much thyroid, too 
much pituitary, and a mixture of pit- 
thryoid deficiency. 

The children in each group were 
given ductless gland remedies appro- 
priate to the diagnoses ductless gland 
disorders. 


Miss Fox’s problem was to rate the 
intelligence of these children both be- 
fore and after treatment to discover 
whether their intelligence levels had 
been raised or lowered. One conclu- 
sion she came to was that if such 
remedies were to be used on such chil- 
dren for the purpose of improving their 


mentality, it should be done in early | 


childhood. Used late in childhood, the 
mental benefits were greatly lessened. 

She came to the conclusion that this 
line of treatment was of most benefit 
in the children with pluriglandular 
troubles, mixtures of thyroid, pitultary 
and gonad disorders. There was con- 
siderable mental improvement in the 
group where there was too much pitul- 
tary. In the cases where there was too 
much thyrold and in those where there 
was too little pituitary there was al- 
most no benefit. In fact, some cases 
seem to lose some of their mental qual- 
ities. 

In this connection it is recalled that 
two médical writers think that the use 
of ductless-gland preparations bene- 
fits Mongolian idiots. Many disagree 
with them.

DISCRIMINATION IN 
COSMETICS. 


IRST know thyself” is an ancient 
maxim that is a splendid guide 
in the realm of personal ap- 

pearance, especially in these modern 
times, when at every turn we are in- 
vited to buy and be beautifui There 
are scientific aids to beauty to fill every 
need, cosmetics for every color and type. 
Most of the well known ones are ex- 
cellent, but the person who buys in- 
discriminately is almost certain to go 
astray, perhaps to achieve some weird 
results and possibly to do some serious 
damage. 

One can not make too careful a study 
of the skin, scalp, hair, color and gen- 
eral type before determining on the em- 
ployment of any preparation. A cleanser 
with an oily base, for example. may be 
just the thing for an average or a dry 
skin, whereas the very Oily skin de- 
mands a preparation with astringent 
action. A liquid cleanser, refreshing and 
beneficial to the oily skin, may be too 
stringent for a dry skin. An emollient 
cream used at night may be entirely 
acequate for nourishing and softening 
the ordinary skin, while a skin with 
enlarged pores would receive infinitely 


eb 
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more benefit from a pore cream especi- 
ally designed to refine the pores. 

Another example is the matter of 
rouge. A rouge that will “give the 
blush of youth” to some cheeks may 
make you look anything but youthful 
if it is the wrong shade for your color- 
ing. The delicate flesh or pink shades 
that belong to the blonde should never 
be attempted by the brunette, whose 
selection lies in the dusky reds and 
vivid orange tints. And the -woman 
whose coloring is in between will find 
that true art in make-up lies in the in- 
between tones. 

There is still another thing to be con- 
sidered in selecting artificial color, aside 
from choosing those that complement 
your natural coloring. Cosmetics should 
complement each other. It is no unusu- 
al thing to see a woman who has found 
how to give a soft, natural. glow to the 
cheeks, but who has spoiled the achievee 
ment by slashing a streak of brilliant 
clashing carmine or vivid orange across 
the lips. :

HIGH MONEY RATES 
RETARD BOND SALES 


Slight Activity Develops at 
End of Week; Coppers 
and Rails Strong. 


GOLD SHIPMENTS FACTLR 


New York, Oct. 7 (A.P.).—The bond 
market again lagged under the pressure 
of high money rates last week, until 
the end of the week, when there was a 
slight revival of activity. Heavy month- 


end settlements carried the call] money 
rate up to 10 per cent on Monday, but 
as the strain passed a few days later it 
dropped to 6 per cent, which, together 
with anouncement of further gold ship- 
ments from England, caused some im- 
provement in the market. 

Activity centered in the coppers, olls, 
rails and the foreign iist. Industrials 
and utilities were generally neglected 
United States Government obligations 
were dull, as traders awaited announce- 
ment of the terms of new Treasury 
financing, expected within a few days. 
New offerings for the week were some- 
what lighter than fq the previous 
week, but bond issue of $25,000,000 first 
and refunding 5 per cent mortgage 
bonds was the first major railroad fi- 
nancing to be anounced in several 
inonths and prompt subscription of the 
issue lent considerable confidence. 

Convertible issues were again the 
outstanding strong points. Andes 
Copper 7s made a jump of more than 
6 points to a new high, on announce- 
ment of an initial 75 cent dividend on 
the stock, into which it is convertible. 
Barnsdall 6s, with warrants, went 
ahead 10 points during the week in 
sympathy with the brisk upturn in 
the stock. Pressed Steel Car 5s went 
to new highs in: expectation of heavy 
orders of steel freight cars. Ralls 
were gencrally inclined to heaviness, al- 
though some of the Seaboard Air Line 
and All-Florida issues, which fell back 
at the time of the recent hurricane in 
the Southeast, rallied 3 to 5 points. 

The foreign list displayed a firm un- 
dertone, although some of the French 
issues encountered moderate pressure, 
reflecting declines in French exchange, 
and some of the Latin American issues 
cased slightly.

Automobile Manufacturing Is 
at High Level; Crop. 
Outlook Is Good. 


CAR. LOADINGS AT PEAK 


New York, Oct. 7 (A.P.).—Business 
entered the fourth quarter of the year 
last week with a widespread quicken- 
ing of activity. Steel operations un- 
derwent further expansion, automobile 
manufacturing continued at a high 
level, and- the textile industry, in 
which unsatisfactory aspects have pre- 
vailed for some time, experienced de- 
cided improvement. 

The demand for textiles was in some 
cases above the seasonal average, with 
cottons, woollens, rayons and _  ailks 


participating in the movement. Some 
stiffening of prices occurred. The end 
oi the week saw the strike in the New 
Bedford mills settled. 

The steel industry entered the 
fourth quarter with the $2 price ad- 
vances announced in most lines estab- 
lished. Mills were operating at above 
85 per cent of capacity and were four 
to six weeks behind on deliveries o7 
some products. Pig iron output was 
also gaining, with more furnaces be- 
ing blown in and hardening tendency 
in prices and scrap becoming scarce. 


Automobile Records Seen. 


The automobile industry apparently 
reached its peak during September, as 
employment figures at the chief cen- 
ter, Detroit, declined slightly. Opera- 
tions, however, were far in advance of 
last year and several estimates were for 
a new record production for the year. 

The crop outlook continues good as 
the season advances, although there {is 
a tendency to shade the corn crop by 
about 100,000,000 bushels, as the ears 
are not as large as a year ago. The 
wheat movement from the farms in 
both the United States and Canada has 
been heavy, but there is a tendency 
among farmers to hold their crops in 
elevators rather than sell at the low 
prices. Phe export movement, espe- 
cially in the United States. has been 
slow in getting under way, while the 
visible supply of wheat in North 
America at this time is largest ever 
recorded, Cattle and hog prices de- 
veloped strength after another break. 

The outlook for the petroleum in- 
dustry continued bright. Statistics on 
gasoline as announced for Aurust 
showed the industry in a better posi- 
tion than for some time. A rise in 
the price of fuel oil was rumored. The 
lumber movement continued at a hich 
level Radio and shoe manufacturing 
were active, the latter benefiting from 
a drop in leather prices. Furniture 


manufacturing continued to lag, 


Car Loadings at Peak. 


Car loadings, although slow to gain, 
because of the retarded grain export 
movement, reached their peak for the 
year in the latest week, and continued 
above 1927, although they were sub- 
stantially less than for the like period 
of 1926, when there was a heavy move- 
ment of coal for export. 

The credit situation has improved 
somewhat as the month-end strain has 
passed. Further gold movement from 
Great Britain has caused renewed con- 
fidence, but bankers hold no hope that 
the movement will reach large propor- 
tions Insolvencies in the last week 


| increased over the previous week, but 


were less than the like week a year 
aro. Fatlures in the third quarter were 
somewhat larger than a year ago.

Director. of American College 
Describes Vast Improve- 
ment in 11 Years. 


“MORTALITY RATE CUT 
BY MODERN METHODS 
Institutions Meeting Minimum 
Requirements Are Grow- 
ing Rapidly. 


Fifteen local hospitals have been 
Placed on the Hst of approved hos- 
pitals, made each year following a sur- 
vey of hospitals in the Uniteq States 
by the American College of Surgeons. 
To be included in the list. a hospital 
Must have at least a 25-bed capacity 


and must have accepted the minimum 
requirements for hospitals as laid down 
by the college. 

Local hospitals approved by the col- 
lege and their bed capacity are as fol- 
lows: 

Central Dispensary and Emergency 
Hospital, 160; Children’s Hospital, 165; 
Columbia Hospital, 203; Episcopal Ear, 
Eye and Throat Hospital 100; Freed- 
men’s Hospital, 268; Gallinger Mu- 
Nicipal Hospital, 365; Garfield Me- 
morial Hospital, 366; George Washing- 
ton University Hospital, 124; George- 
town University Hospital, 235; Provi- 
dence Hospital, 340; Sibley Memorial 
Hospital, 310; Washington Sanitarium 
and Hospital, 180; United States Naval 
Hospital, 450; Veterans Hospital. 235, 
and Walter Reed Army Hospital, 1,500. 


American Hospitals at Top. 


“United States and Canada lead the 
‘world today in hospital service,” said 
Dr. Franklin H. Martin, director gen- 
eral of the American College of Sur- 
geons, prior to making the official an- 
nouncement of “Approved hospitals for 
1928.” “This is the conclusion reached 
after eleven annual surveys of the hos- 
pitals of both countries by the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons. ‘The right 
care of the sick and injured’ has been 
the slogan of the American College of 
Surgeons in this work. 

“To the public the announcement of 
‘The approved list of hospitals at this 
season should be one of extreme inter- 
est inasmuch as one out of every ten 
will need the right kind of hospital 
care before this time next year. The 
best assurance for this is in the ‘Ap- 
proved’ hospital with its ethical, com- 

ent medica) staff, adequate facilities 
or djagnosis and treatment, and com- 
petent supervision over all activities in 
the best interests of the patient. 

“Eleven years ago only 89 or 12.9 per 
cént of the hospitals under survey met 
the minimum requirements for hos- 
pita] service as sponsored by the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons and now uni- 
versally accepted. Today, after eleven 
years of effort 1919 or 69.5 per cent 
have attained a place on the honor roll 
—the official approved list, as an- 
nounced this morning. Eleven years 
ago the patient remainec. in the hos- 
pital 20 to 24 days, on the average, 
whereas today he remains only 12 to 
14 days in the same hospital for the 
same condition. 


New Methods Cut Mortality. 


“Eleven years ago 70 to 90 persons per 
1,000 treated in hospitals died, whereas 
today this has been reduced to 20 to 
“8C-on the average in standardized hos- 
pitals. Elgven years ago 18 persons out 
of every hundred undergoing major 
operations died, but today this has 
dropped to 3 or less, due to more com- 
petent surgery, and the development 
of new methods of anesthesia and im- 
proved technique and procedure. 

“These are only a few of the wonder- 
ful results in scientific medicine which 
have taken place in recent years 
and in which hospital standardization 
has played a leading role, having for 
its object the right care of the patient 
through surrounding the doctor, hls 
coworkers and aids with an environment 
most conducive for the best scientific 
results. 

“Believing that ‘adding years to your 
life and life to your years’ is the duty 
of every doctor of every hospital, the 
American Congress of Surgeons has 
adopted a plan through which the pro- 
gressive standardized hospital may par- 
ticipate in preventive as well as cura- 
tive meflicine.

Three men died in Washington yes- 
terday, one by gas, one by caroon 
monoxide fumes and the third by ex- 
cessive physical exercise. 

A fourth man, Calvin Jones, 24 years 
old, of Hyattsville, Md., companion of 
the carbon monoxide victim, hovered 
for hours between life and death at 
Emergency Hospital as Dr. I. Rutkowski 
of the Emergency Hospital staff, worked 
to rid his system of the deadly gas. 

Jones was brought into the hospital 
at 9:30 o’clock in the morning and 
from that time until 4:30 o’clock 
physicians worked continuously to Keep 
alive the spark of life. He was kept 
almost continuously breathing oxygen, 
until, at last a blood transfusion was 
resorted to. He regained consciousness 
early this morning.

Frank Farkas. 21 years old, 1000 
173d street, the Bronx, New York City 

George Thomas Brown, 61 years old, 
1610 East Capito) street. 

Henderson was found overcome Dv 
gas yesterday morning in his bed at 
the rooming house operated by Will- 
iam D. Bolton .t 1002 Pennsylvania 
avenue. The rescue squad of the Fir: 
Department was unable to revive Hen- 
derson. An Emergency Hospital ambu- 
lance physician pronounced him dead. 


Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt issued a ce'- 
tificate that it was due to gas poison- 
ing caused by defective gas fixtures 

Farkas and Jones were asleep in a 
moving van in Naylors court nortnwest 
Leaving the motor ‘unning. they had 
retired to a loft compartment. Two 
fellow workers, Harry Rose and Steve 
Kwachak, both of New York City, had 
gone to sleep on the driver’s seat. Wak- 
ing up, they discovered the plight of 
Farkas and Jones.

Farkas was 
pronounced dead on arrival at the hos- 
pital.

Brown was found dead, stretched 
across his bed, with a pair of dumbbells 
beside the body. Roomers at the ad- 
dress summoned Dr. J. S. Arnold, 24 
Sccond street northwest, who. after 
examination, said the exertion of exer- 
cising with the dumbbells apparently 
had been too much of a tax on Brown's 
heart. Coroner Nevitt was notified. 

The blood for transfusion was given 
by Dr. Leon Gordon, who, after sacri- 
ficing a pint and a half of his blood, 
"returned to his duties as a member of 
the hospital staff.

A national memorial to the heroic 
dead of the paid and volunteer fire 
fighters of the country will be brought 
another step nearer realization Friday 
when a group of 25 fire chiefs from the 
Pacific Coast will inspect possible sites 
for the memorial here. 

The fire chiefs are going to stop in 
Washington on their way to the annual 
convention of the International As- 
sociation of Fire Chiefs to be held in 
Philadelphia from October 17 to 20. 
Jay W. Stevens, former fire chief of 
Portland, Oreg., and now executive sec- 
retary of the.national association, has 
aSked Fire Chief George S. Watson, of 
the District, to arrange a program for 
the entertainment of the visiting chiefs, 
and Chief Watson will extend the in- 
spection of memorial sites into a sight- 
seeing trip covering the entire National 
Capital. 

Plans for the building of the me- 
morial are in direct charge of a com- 
mittee composed of Thomas R. Murphy, 
chief of the San Francisco fire depart- 
ment, chairman; Frank C. McAuliffe.

BROWN SEES NO EXCUSE 
FOR POOR ADJUSTMENT 


Danger Becomes Greater as 
Winter Weather Nears, 
He Declares. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN. 

Widespread indifference to the proper 
adjustment of their headlights 1s 
charged to Washington motorists by 
police officials, who point to the pro- 
portionately small number who take 
the trouble to have them tested as evi- 
dence that there is distinct laxity in 
regard to this vital facior in traffic 
safety. 

And unless there is an immediate 
checking up of their lighting equip- 
ment by the motorists themselves it 
will have to be done by the traffic au- 
thorities, with resultant arrests, dis- 
tasteful as the duty may be, according 
to those charged with this law enforce- 
ment, for “wrong” headlights are dis- 
tinctly a law violation, 

That unfocused motor lamps are se- 
riously imperiling Hfe and property 
throughout the city is declared by ob- 
servers to constitute an outstanding 
traffic menace which must be curbed 
before it attains a terrifying situation. 

Declaring it an absolute impossibil- 
ity to drive through the streets of 
Washington without being subjected 
constantly to, the blinding rays of 
“cockeyed” headlights, countless mo- 
torists are demanding that remedial 
steps be taken at once to put an end to 
the evil. 

With the winter season approaching, 
when automobile lights are burning 
for a longer period each day, these 
car owners see the possibility of the 
problem facing motorists getting so far 
out of contro] that it no longer will 
be safe to drive without impending 
disaster. 


Some Motorists Blame Police. 
Many of the 
/Opinion that the police are to blame 
in failing to call the attention of 
drivers to the tmproper focus of their 
lighting equipment. They declare that 
in all sections of the city cars con- 
Stantly are driven past policemen who 
pay not the slightest heed to defective 
and blazing headlights: 

This charge is denied by police off!- 
'cilals, who tn turn point to the neglect 
shown by the majority of car owners. 
By far the vast majority of motorists. 
|the police say, are indifferent to the 
|need for constant checking of their 
| lamps. 
| In support of thelr \nharge. they ap- 
| peal to the records of the Traffic Bu- 
reau, which show that only a small 
| proportion of the automobiles regis- 
tered in Washington are ever driven 
to the bureau's headlight testing sta- 
tion at 1409 E street northwest for ad- 
justment. . 

Since few repair shops are equipped 
to give these tests, police say, it can be 
Stated that only a handful of motorists 
ever think of checking their lights. 

Inspector E. W. Brown, in charge of 
the Traffic Bureau, is of the emphatic 
opinion that Washington motorists 
pay altogether. too little attention to 
headlight focus. There is very great 
room for improvement, the inspector 
believes, and it must begin at its 
source, the attitude of the car owner 
himself 

The police under his charge, Inspec- 
tor Brown declares, as well as other 
members of the force, are alert to the 
situation and constantly are ordering 
drivers to report to the Traffic Bureau 
testing station for adjustments to 
brakes and lights. 

“There is absolutely no excuse for 
the great number of cars which may 
be seen on the streets with headlights 
out of adjustment,” said Inspector 
Brown. “The Traffic Bureau places at 
the disposal of motorists throughout 
the day a testing station with men on 
duty who are trained in this work. 

“Adjustment of headlights requires 
but few minutes and there is positively 
no reason why every car owner should 
not go there at regular intervals for a 
complete check-up of not only head- 
lights, but other equipment which the 
bureau is prepared to inspect. To 
drive with lights out of focus is to 


endanger the lives of all other motor- 
ists.

Hazards on Rainy Nights. 


“The danger becomes s0 much 
greater as the winter season up- 
proaches. On rainy evenings the ini- 
properly focused. headlight is a hazard 
that is almost certain to end In dis- 
aster. It is not difficult to tell whether 
a car’s lights are glaring. {t can be 
done even in the daytime, and cer. 
tainly at night it requires but a glance 
to see that the beams are shifted u>- 
ward instead of down toward the roaj- 
way.” 

The inspector supports. nis conten- 
tion. that motorists are newlectful by 
comparing the number of cars own? 
and operated in Washington with 
those that have gone to the Trafic 
Bureau’s testing station. 

The records of the License Bureau 
show that there were 104,740 passeni- 
ger car registrations during the fiscal 
year ended June 30. In addition, there 
were 13,446 trucks registered. 

Allowing for the fact that some 
owners register from one to three cars 
during the year, according to Wade 
H. Coombs, superintendent of iicenses. 
there are more than 90,000 passeng:?r 
cars being driven in Washington. 

Contrasted with this huge total is 
the report of the Traffic Bureau that 
8,462 headlight inspections were made 
during the fiscal year ended June ot) 
Although this represents an ‘ncrease 
over the total for the previous year. 
when 5,017 tests were made, Inspector 
Brown still views the response of mo- 
torists to the facilities the bureau 
places at their disposal as eminently 
unsatisfactory. 


Every Test Is Different. 

If every test were made on a different 
car, which is not the case since many 
motorists report several times during 
the year, it still would mean that less 
than one in ten car owners give any 
attention to the adjustment of their 
lights. 

Not only one but many adjustments 
may be necessary during the year, In- 
spector Brown points out. In support 
of this statement he tells the experl- 
ence of one Washingtonian whose wife 
was driving past the Third Precinct 
station recently and was ordered to 
stop by a policeman who told her the 
lights on her car were badly in need of 
adjustment. She replied that they had 
been focused only a few days before. 

Later, relating the incident to her 
husband, he recalled that another car 
had backed into him since the adjust- 
ment had been made. The lights were 
joined to the fenders and in backing 
the other car had bumped one of the 
fenders, throwing the one light con- 
siderably out of alignment. 

So far as the police are concerned, 
according to Inspector Brown, they are 
under orders to stop all cars with mal- 
adjusted lights and order the driver to 
the testing station.

The precise degree to which dialogue 
may be employed to sharpen the cll- 
maxes of shadow drama perhaps has 
never been more eloquently set forth 
than in “Mother Knows Best,” this first 
of the Fox talking 2ictures. Not that 
it attempts anything that has not been 
done before, but rather that it accom- 
plishes in most expert fashion every- 
thing that it essays in this direction. 
This is no more due. to the superior en- 
dowments of the cast and the skill with 
which the lines are delivered than to 
the intelligent preparation of those 
lines by a veteran playwright—Engene 
Walter. There is no twaddle here, but 
logical, natural and convincing speeches 
spoken by players who in a majority of 
instances have had the benefit of experi- 
ence on the stage.

It 
traces the career of a talented child 
whose méther undertook to shape her 
destiny without regard to any consid- 
erations of romance, iove, motherhood 
or any of the other natural inclinations 
of normal*womanhood, nd in so doing 
all but caused her death from a broken 
heart. The action leads from a small 
town to New York, thence to France 
during the World War and finally back 
to Broadway and a hollow triumph with 
loved barred out. The tale is instinct 
with drama and ts unfolded with fine 
fidelity, great variety of scene and mood 
and painstaking characterization, I[t 
would have made an exceptional pic- 
ture without the added impetus of 
sound, dialogue and song.

The 
accompaniment closely follows’ the 
mood of the pictured scene and Madge

“THE WEDDING MARCH.” Erich von 
Stroheim author, director and star. Sound 
picture. Released by Paramount. Reviewed 
Saturday afternoon. : 


In “The Wedding March” the man- 
ner of a love story’s telling assumes 
far greater importance than the story 
itself. Here again Erich von Stroheim, 
most prodigal of directors, has given free 
rein to his apparently inborn penchant 
for infinite detail and magnificent 
effect. For the first time on a local 
screen there are combined the inter- 
esting elements of movement, color 
and sound to magnify the impressive- 
ness of a film play that has obviously 
been contracted from its expansive 
original form to what may now be 
looked upon as its irreducible minimum 

The story, as we find it here, is the 
simple tale of a prince's love for an 
obscure tradesman’s daughter—or per- 
haps her love for him would state it 
better—and his father’s curt command 
that he marry the crippled heiress to 
the vast fortune of a corn plaster 
manufacturer. There is, of course, the 
blood-thirsty rival of the royal suitor 
for the hand of Mitzi, to supply the 
essential touch of conflict to insure the 
plot suspense, and a gaudy background 
of glittering debauchery to lend its 
vivid contrast to the inajestic spectacle 
of Corpus Christi day in Vienna before 
the war. The locale, known to no one 
better than to Von Stroheim, is wholly 
Viennese. 

The authentic stamp of grandeur 
dignifies the Corpus Christi sequence. 
These are the scenes that are emblazon- 
ed with natural tints and rendered 
vocal by huge singing choirs. An 
especially deft impersonation of the 
late Emperor Franz Josef lifts this 
interlude to a plane quite above that of 
the picture’s more vital action, al- 
though it must be said that most of 
it could be omitted without serious 
impairment of the major narrative. 1 
Suspect that in the picture as Von 
Stroheim made it, this interval of 
multi-colored splendor was merely in- 
cidental to the working out of a love 
idyl of apple blossom time, Whereas 
now it becomes the dominant factor 
in the play. 

o the enactment of his principal 
characters, the author-director-star has 
brought a fine company of players, 
many of them associated with his ear- 
fier adventures in photoplay produc- 


tion in the grand manner. His own 
portrayal of the role of Nicki is rather 
more softened than has been his wont, 
but no less effective on that account. 
Fay Wray appears in her first role of 
importance, opposite the _  star—al- 
though vehicles made later have pre- 
ceded this to the Capital—and offers a 
characterization that she has never 
since approached. 

ZaSu Pitts is exceptionally veracious 
in her depiction of the lame heiress and 
George Fawcett and George Nichols 
are a precious pair of bibulous conni- 
vers.

KEITH’S 


After opening the vaudeville season 
hereabouts, a bare threc weeks ago, the 
ancient and honorable Keith house on 
Fifteenth street yesterday inaugurated 
a new policy in variety, a policy that 
virtually relegates two-a-day, and its 
attendant glories, to the land of the 
dodo. 

This new policy brings to the cele- 
brated boards a brand of musical com- 
edy—tabloid, as the boys call it—of the 
ten, twent,’ thirt’ school, and for all 
that it lacks in excellence it makes up 
for in cash customers, 

To give a frank and adequate descrip- 
tion of the proceedings is to assign the 
movie, “Tenth Avenue,” to headline 
honors. “Tenth Avenue” is, without 
reservation, a very excellent picture. It 
‘has all the ingredients that ge toward 
making a good picture—a select cast, 4 
plot of absorbing interest, continuity 
and the technical requirements that 
make it click along in great style. 

In “Tenth Avenue” the plot. ts laid, 
appropriately, in “Hell’s Kitchen.” where 
murder, robbery and such trade is a mat- 
ter of daily routine. The story has for 
its argument the infatuation of a cer- 
tain gangster for the daughter of his 
landlady. Joseph Schildkraut, as the 
gangster, gives his usual excellent im- 
personation, and Phyllis Haver, as the 
lady, is all that can be expected. 

The story is diverted by the entry of 
a gambler, in the -person of Victor 
Varconi. who straightway falls in love 
with Miss Haver—and from this stir- 
ring moment until the final fadeout 
the story moves along, nearly fortissimo 
—if the term may be used—to a climax 
replete in steps of rising action. All 
told, “Tenth Avenue” is Keith’s best 
»photoplay offering these four weeks. 

And as to “Morocco Bound:” The 
only assignable cause ‘or the existence 
of this classic may be found in the 
same catalogue wherein are answered 
such important items as: the use for 
masters of ceremonies and the utility 
of movie revues. It is a mild, mild 
effort. Backed by a cast of some twen- 
ty-odd characters—including a chorus 
of dancers, a leading man, a comedian 
(out of compliment) and a leading 
lady. this salvation of vaudeville runs 
for all of 60 minutes to the encourage- 
ment of four outbursts of applause.
